1. DURING CONVERSATION WITH DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY SNEIDER 
(CURRENTLY IN TOKYO), FONOFF ASIAN AFFAIRS DIRGEN TAKASHIMA 
CONFIRMED GOJ UNDERSTANDING THAT GOA HAS DECIDED TO POST- 
PONE AT LEAST TEMPORARILY PLANS TO RECOGNIZE DPRK, AND 

TO PURSUE USG SUGGESTION THAT IT ATTEMPT TO PERSUADE SOME 
EAST EUROPEAN NATION TO RECOGNIZE ROKG. TAKASHIMA SAID 
GOA HAS ALREADY APPROACHED GOVERNMENTS OF YUGOSLAVIA, 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA AND POLAND WITH SUGGESTION THAT THEY 
RECOGNIZE EITHER ROKG OR QUOTE STATUS QUO UNQUOTE IN 
KOREAN PENINSULA. GOJ HAS NOT YET HEARD FROM GOA
